through saving the child were 
that 


nothing in the intellectual or physical 
world is without a cause, that in the 
case of crime the cause is the back- 
ground of the life of the criminal, and 
that knowledge is acquired from the 
time of the birth of the individual. 


In early times, Mr. Darrow 
saia, 


physical ills, 
mental 
derangement, 


crime and other phenomena were all 
considered "devils" but doctors and 
(scientists have convinced the public 
that there are causes of physical and 
mental ills, and patients are treated, 
'not punished for their misfortunes. 
But not so with crimp, that is "still 
plain cussedness" on. the part of the 
individual. 


CAUSE AM) EFFECT 


There are scientists, criminologist!?, 


who have .studied crime and they have 
concluded that crime is no! an imii- 
vidual affair, he stated, but that it is 
a case of cause and effect. There art 
I wo series of educative processes go- 
ing on in a country, Mr. Dili-row said.
